TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
GRIMSBY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL s- 

MR0  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District, 
and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year 
1955.  This  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  high  standard  of  health  as  shown  by  the  statistics 
for  1954  has  been  improved  upon. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  226  compared  with 
202  in  1954>  the  rates  being  respectively  16.75  and  15*31  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  Registrar  General  has  supplied 
an  area  comparability  factor  for  births,  which  allows  for  the 
differing  ago  and  sex  distributions  of  the  population  in 
different  areas,  to  enable  a more  accurate  comparison  to  be 
made  between  the  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  District  of  Grimsby 
and  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  District  for  1955s  when 
adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor,  is  increased  from  16.75 
to  I8.O9  per  1,000.  The  rate- -for  England  and  Wales  was  15* 

There  was  a decrease  of  7 in  the  number  of  deaths  from  141 
in  1954,  to  134  in  1955s  the  crude  death  rates  being  respectively 
10,69  and  9*93  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  11,3  pen  1,000 
of  the  population  in  1954  and  11. 7 in  1955* 

The  death  rate  for  the  Rural  District  for  1955*  when 
adjusted  by  the  area  comparability  factor,  is  reduced  from 
9*93  to  9.33* 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  during  the  firfct  year  of 
life  was  again  very  low,  namely  3,  compared  with  4 in  1954*  The 

Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  13.27  and  that  for  England  and 
Wales  was  24*9 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  being 
due  to  maternal  causes* 

Four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (3  pulmonary, 1 non-pulmonary) 
were  notified  in  1955s  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 
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Cancer  accounted  for  25  deaths  during  the  year  a decrease 
of  5 on  the  Cancer  deaths  in  1954* 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
increased  from  237  in  1954  to  278  in  1955 » measles  accounting 
for  188  of  these  notifications.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  admitted 
to  the  Springfield  Isolation  hospital.  Of  these  cases,  one 
was  that  of  a young  child  on  holiday  in  the  area,  the 
disease  most  probably  having  been  contracted  beforo  arrival 
in  the  Rural  District,  The  other  two  patients  were  adult 
residents  of  the  District. 

Once  again,  as  for  many  years,  the  District  has  boon 
free  from  Diphtheria.  To  keep  it  so,  it  cannot  be  tcP  strongly 
emphasised  that  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation,  particularly 
amoungst  young  children,  must  be  maintained,  and  parents  ere 
strongly  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  to 
secure  protection  for  their  children. 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff.  Good 
progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  review  and,  in 
general,  the  shopkoepers  wore  co-operative  in  their  efforts 
to  maintain  satisfactory  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  premises. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  conscientious  work 
which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  C.C.Watson,  his  Deputy,  Mr.E. McNeil 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

I also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  keen 
interest  taken  in  the  health  of  the  Rural  District  by  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

SECTION  « C » - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA s- 

WATER  SUPPLY s- 

This  is  (i)  by  constant  supply  from  the  Grimsby, Cleothorpes 
and  District  Water  Board’s  joint  undertaking,  and  is  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  Samples  are  taken  monthly  by  the  Water  Board, 
and  the  results  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health?  and  ( i i ) 
from  deep  boro  well3  in  other  casos  not  on  the  public  supply. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Board, 

14  samples  wore  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  wells  and  bores, 
and  1 sample  from  the  public  supply.  1 bore  was  closed  as  polluted, 
and  1 now  bore  was  sunk. 
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At  the  end  of  1955,  some  85%  of  houses  in  the  Rural  District 
were  Doing  supplied  by  the  public  supply,  including  the  parishes  of 
Habrcugh,  Immingham,  Stallingborough,  Healing,  Great  Coates,  Ayle>sby, 
Irby,  Laceby,  Doelsby,Hatclif fe , Barnoldby, Waltham,  Humber ston, 
Brigsley,  Ashby-cum-Fenby, Bradley  and  Ravendale* 

DRAINAGE  s- 

Close  attention  has  been  paid  to  existing  drainage  systems, 
and  as  a result  of  these  inspections,  23  systems  wore  exposed  and 
tested,  and  30  obstructions  were  removed* 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES s- 

There  are  5 Offensive  Trade  premises  within  the  District, 

4 of  which  are  connected  with  the  Fishing  Industry*  By  the  very 
nature  of  their  products,  these  premises  call  for  frequent  inspection 
and  64  visits  were  paid  to  the  plants  during  the  year* 

All  promises  are  controlled  by  Offensive  Trade  Bye-laws  which 
are  in  force  in  the  Rural  District.

N.B.  Sections  1 to  6 of  the  Act  govern  the  standards  of  cleanliness, 
overcrowding,  temperature , ventilation  and  floor  drainage  in  factories, 
whilst  Section  7 concerns  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation* 
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SCAVENGING  SERVICES* - 


(a)  Refuse  Collections-  During  the  year,  a good  service  was 
maintained.  All  parishes  wore  visited  fortnightly  throughout  the 
year,  and,  in  addition,  the  Humberston  Fitties  and  Holiday  Camps 
wore  visited  weekly  throughout  the  season.  This  is  an  improvement 
on  last  year,  when  the  largor  parishes  were  only  visited  ©very 
17-18  days,  and  the  outlying  districts  every  20~21  days.  However, 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour,  and  the  rapid  development  in 
certain  parts  of  the  District  will  make  it  difficult  to  maintain 
the  service  at  this  level  during  1958. 

In  February,  a Salvage  Bonus  Scheme  was  instituted  with 
excellent  results.  An  increase  of  38  tons  of  waste  paper  was 
obtained  in  the  first  year  of  ope rati on y and  the  value  of  Salvaged 
Waste  Paper  collected  during  this  period  rose  to  £1 , 2^5»12s.Od* 

(b)  Nightsoil  Collections-*  Good  progress  was  again  maintained  in 
the  nightsoil  collection  service*  All  parishes  are: visited  weekly, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  outlying  districts,  during 
the  hours  of  darkness.  During  the  summer  season,  Humberston  Fitties 
and  the  Holiday  Camps  were  included  in  the  regular  service,  those  in 
fact,  being  served  twice  weekly  during  the  peak  period. 

(c)  Cesspool  Emptyings-  During  the  year,  the  Council’s  two  vehicles 
were  fully  employed,  1,447  cesspools  being  emptied.  In  addition, 
regular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Council’s  sewage  tanks  and 
cesspools. 

SECTION  ’D ’ - HOUSING s- 

Remedy  of  Defects  during  the  year  without  Servioe  of  Formal  Notices s- 

30  defective  dwellings  were  rendered  fit  in  consequenoe  of 
informal  action  by  the  Local  Authority  or  their  Officers. 

New  houses  erected  during  1955s- 

A total  of  229  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,187 
by  the  Council,  and  42  by  private  owners. 

NUISANCES i- 

A total  of  201  nuisances  were  abated,  98  of  them  as  a 
result  of  informal  action  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  99  notices 
were  referred  to  the  Council  for  the  sorvioe  of  Statutory  notices, 
but  in  28  cases  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  the  notices.

The  Rodent  Operator  was  kept  fully  employed  during  1955*  The 
service  is  available  to  private  householders,  Council  properties, 
agricultural  and  business  premises,  the  two  latter  being  on  a 
chargeable  basis.  16  of  the  Coucil’s  stores  and  depots,  427 
dwelling  houses,  33  farms  and  agricultural  premises  and  8 business 
premises  were  treated  with  excellent  results.  In  addition,  some 
3,500  premises  were  surveyed  for  rat  infestations. 

SECTION  «E«  - INSPECTION  AMR  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 8- 

(a)  Control  of  Milk  Supplies §- 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  retail  milk 
purveyors.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  55  distributors  were  on  the 
Register.  These  have  been  the  subject  of  68  inspections,  and  no 
contraventions  were  discovered. 

Ice-cream. 

Only  3 ice-cream  manuf acturers  now  operate  within  the  Rural 
District,  whilst  44  retailers  are  registered.  These  premises  were 
regularly  inspected  during  the  year  without  any  infringement  of  the 
Regulations  being  discovered.  10  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  bacteriologist,  priority  being  given  to  those  from 
manufacturers  in  the  district.  Results  obtained  were  Gr.I  - 6, 

Gr.II  - 2 Gr. Ill  - 1 and  Gr.IV  - 1. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods s- 

Slaughterhousess-  Slaughtering  continued  during  the  year  at 
the  two  private  slaughterhouses  at  present  operating  in  the 
District.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  each  of  these  premises 
continues  to  be  good,  and  the  animals  slaughtered  were,  in  almost 
all  cases,  free  from  serious  diseases.
